Now tbe Universal com- 
pany are permitting visitors to come 
Md tee how moving pictures are 
BUkle. to become acqueiBted with 
the many playera who are familiar to 
them on the screen, and to roam at 
will around this wonder city to view 
the many things that are required In 
the making of photo plays. The TTnl- 
versal company will conduct a movie 
exposition at their city these coming 
months. This exhibit will include 
everything used in the makiog of pic- 
turea from tbe raw film to tbe moving 
picture theater itaelt, where photo 
plajra will be shown the entirei day. 

Although the city contains every* 
tbing that la required by a municipal- 
ity from n waterworks ayatem down to 
street cleanera, It alao baa many other 
things that could be found only in 
such a Btrange city as this. Tbings 
that represent periods of the )0B( ngO 
are typified in miniature. 

Vnlvereel City ia a land of meke be- 
lieve. Ancient oltiea are erected; his- 
torical thloga are enacted, to be re- 
plaead on the nomnr by MmetbiBg a 
little Wfim modem. There la not a 
building In the eatlre lindta of Uni- 
versal City whieh oould not be changed 
over nlgbt Into aomethlag radically 
different and changed back again with 
equaJ facility. 

The ability to change the color of 
the city at tbe slightest wish is vsbai 
makes Universal City tbe most re- 
markable town that baa ever been con- 
structed by man. The large adiulnts- 
tratton buUdlng iUelf is built with « 
diSerent fgee on every quarter, and 
one of the shocks to which unsuspect- 
ing vieltofe at Universal City are Uk» 
ly to be subjected is the return 
through it from a diOerent quarter to 
find It finished In an altogether differ- 
ent architectural scheme. 

All of the streets are scientincally 
paved and piped for gas, electricity 
and sewer mains, tt was also neces- 
sary to pia4>e the telephone and tele- 
graph wires underground becMse of 
the posslbUlty of iBterfsrehM «Ub the 
making of pictures, some of the scenes 
of which are laid in andeat periods at 



the unsettled condition in Europe.

These are under the direc- 
tion of two phyaiclans. "nie.^naacy 
department contains every drug, chem- 
ical and sclentillo appliance necessary 
to the upkeep of the medical depart- 
ment. 

k quarter mile trark. which will 
serve many purposes, encircles u play- 
Kronnfl which Includes a baseball dia- 
mond, handball alleys and • tennis 
couru. ClrQllMftle track aro grand- 
stands, sCadhims add Meaefaers, which 
can be converted Into the ancient Ro- 
man amphitheater or the Olympic 
stadium of dreece. 

Kvery nature of vehicle Is eoiilained 
in tint (arriaije bouse, ranging lioni 
the diariot of the Homeric varrlor 10 
otir most up-to-date landau. .Next to 
tills Is the garage, containing a hun- 
dred automobiles of different makes 
and deacriptlona. Ita smithy and har- 
neea ahops are comnlete and thorough- 
ly equipped for the purposes intended. 

Cottngps, bungalows and villas of all 
descriptions are interspersed here and 
there tliroughoiit the city. These are 
rented to the employees by the I'ni- 
versal company at rates far beneath 
the usiiul rental. It is not: tbe Inten- 
tion of tbe company to make any 
money on the rental of these quarters, 
but It Is merely ohaig^ig the actual 
eost. 

For the convenience of both men 
and women a clubhouse has been 
built. This contains a library, Turk- 
ish bath, bowling alleys, swimming 
pool, billiard and pool rooms, grill, 
ionngliig and reception rooms. The 
club is controlled and maintained by 
the coinpiiiiy fur tho use and enjoy- 
ment of the Inhabitants of the city, 
Adjoining the club Is the gym. com- 
plete In Us appointments, including 
everything In use in the athletio clubs 
In our Isrgest cities. 

The beat water that can lie obtained 
In California la supplied to every build 
lug. Us reservoirs are fed by Kc\(r, 
artesian wells, which give water 9'j 
ii, r ( . nt pure at the rate of 100,000 gal- 
lons per day. 

While the city Itself U very pic- 
turesque, there are within It many odd 
aottiementa. The Indian village, which 
Ilea off In one aeotlon of the city. Is 
characteristic of the dyed-ln-the-wool 
Indian as he was known in the last 
century. Their tepees are strewn over 
tills si'ctiou and they aro permitted to 
pursue tlirlr own mode of living. I bey 
ial\e nf'.it deligbt in re\iving t!io ens- 
toniH that were in vogue when tliey 
til l ly r'>anied the plains and nbot the 
»ild animals In their favorite hunting 
grounds. They have revived the occu- 
imtlons that were Indulged In by their 
ancestors, such as the shaping of pot- 
tery, making of bows and arrows, 
stringing of beads and making of 
tomahawks. 

There are two restaurants (m the 
!;round, which are oQulppcd and tin 
ished with tbe same completeness that 
will be found in any large city. For 
their own entertainment the photo 
players have organised an orchestra, 
which plays both the dasaio aad popu- 
lar Pisces dvrlag tho dialog hours. 
This orchestra Is soreeaed from view 
by psims and ferns. 

A stage accommodating 120 sets of 
scenery and conceded to be iii(> largest 
stage In the world, is built In this city. 
In addition to thia, there also has been 
built a large Inside studio, which is 
used during the rainy aeaaon. There 
is ' also a .wonderful revolving stage 
and a rockiag stage, tvro laaovations 
in tbe making of ptetnros. 

The river whlcb flows through the 
city is spanned by a number of 
bridges, ranging from the rustic foot 
bridge to tbe American trestle. All 
of these bridges can be converted so 
as to resemble some other kind of 
bridge, such as a Roman stone bridge 
or a cantilever. On the river Itself Is 
n fleet of boats ranging from a canoe 
to a fttlly-equlpped steam tounch.
